Happy Day Cake 

2% cups sifted cake flour; 2% 
teaspoons double-acting baking 
powder; 1 teaspoon salt; 1% cups 
sugar; % cup vegetable shorten- 
ing; 1 cup milk; 2 eggs, unbeaten; 
1 teaspoon vanilla. 

Sift flour once, measure into 
sifter with baking powder, salt, and 
sugar. Have shortening at room 
temperature; stir just to soften. 
Sift in dry ingredients; add % of 
milk, eggs, and vanilla.. Mix until 
all flour is dampened; then beat 1 
minute. Add remaining milk, blend, 
and beat 2 minutes longer. (Time 
may be taken out to rest, but count 
only actual heating time.) 

Turn into two 39-inch layer pans. 
Pans should be greased, lined on 
bottoms with waxed paper, and 
greased again. Bake in moderate 
oven (375° F.) about 26 minutes.
